wrong. 

Mr  Peel,  it  cannot  be  denied,  has  excellently  preserved  the  con¬ 
sistency  of  his  character  on  this  occasion,  and  we  regret  that  his 
admirers  have  not  taken  the  opportunity  of  signalizing  his  exploits 
with  an  appropriate  flourish  of  praise  on  the  trumpet  of  fiiroe.  We  have 
in  vain  looked  to  the  columns  of  an  Evening  Print  for  the  becoming 
tribute  to  public  virtue.  Setting  aside  the  moral  part  of  the  Minister’s 
exhibition,  how  great  and  worthy  was  the  argumentative  1  Nothing 
could  be  finer  than  his  vindication  of  the  stupendous  question,  whether 
Mr  O’Connell  should  be  heard  at  the  table  or  the  bar.  It 
the  asserted  Mystery  of  Broom-sticks  in  the  *  Tale  of  the  Tub.®  We 
cannot  refuse  ourselves,  the  pleasure  of  quoting  this  magnificent  display 
of  mind -

The  House  can  only  be  said  to  discharge  **  substantive  justice”  as  a 
roaster  discharges  a  servant,  i.  e,  turns  her  out  of  doors, 

AUGMENTATION  OP  THE  SCOTCH  JUDGES*  SALARY. 

No  one  has  heard  of  any  deficiency  of  Justice  in  Scotland-~we  are 
confident  indeed  had  such  a  charge  been  preferred  it  would  have  been 
angrily  and  stoutly  denied,  and  according  to  the  established  formula 
used  and  approved  on  all  such  occasions,  **  flung  back  with  scorn  on 
the  malignant  source  whence  it  emanated.”  Nevertheless  it  has  been 
discovered  that  the  Scotch  Judges  are  not  sufficiently  paid,  and  a 
motion  has  been  made  by  the  Cuancelloe  of  the  Exchequer  for 
the  augmentation  of  their  salaries.  As  regards  the  Administration  of 
Justice,  the  Scotch  Judges  are  adequately  salaried,  but  with  relati.Qii' 
te  English  Judges,  they  are  said  to  be  underpaid.  By  a  parity  of 
argument,  an  Edinburgh  tailor,  who  makes  a  coat  for  ififce  pounds, 
for  which  a  London  scbneider  would  charge  five,  should  advanoa  the 
charge  to  four,  with  rtftrence  to  the  prices  of  the  English  market, 
Stulz,  he  might  contend,  keeps  his  carriages  and  horses,  and  is  a 
baron,  and  why  should  he  of  the  Modern  Athens  trudge  about  on 
foot,  and  eat  lean  sheep’s  heads  and  rank  haggis.  If  good  Judges 
have  been  had,  and  may 'be  bad,  for  the  existing  salaries,  there  is  no 
pretext  or  apology  for  raising  the  stipend.  Our  Judges  have  been  in 
no  degree  wiser  since  their  salaries  were  increased  by  some  hundredn^, 
a  year.  Sir  Joseph  York  pleasantly  observed : — 

With  respect  to  my  Right  Hon.  Friend’s  motion  for  an  increase  of 
salary  to  enable  the  Judges  to  live  well — to  alt  the  importations  into 

the  capital — and  to  give  entertainments— it  is  quite  contrary  to  the  natural 
course  of  proceeding ;  and  whether  they  have  questions  of  crime  or  pro¬ 
perty  to  decide,  they  are  likely  to  have  the  strongest  wits  when  they  havo 
not  very  considerable  means.  I  have  always  heard  t^^  poor  men  havo 
the  sharpest  wits.  I  would  not  have  them  blow  their  jackets  out  witb 
beef  and  pudding  every  day,  and  fill  themselves  with  wines  of  the  most 
excellent  flavours.  I  would  have  them  keep  their  pewons  sMre,  and  not 
get  their  sensoriom,  their  brain,  filled  with  sanguineous  nuinoure,  buk » 
be  ready  at  every  moment  of  their  lives,  and  every  day,  to  give  a  perfeci 
decision.”  ^

rflerall,  our  clay  is  the  more  useful  and  tangible  substance.  Looking 
therefore  at  the  spirit  of  the  feudal  laws  (without  advocating  their

!  weeied  to  the  land,  rather  than  follow  the  compilers  of  the  Lords’ ! 
leport  in  their  doubts  (for  they  rise  no  higher)  upon  that  tenure. 

Taking  it  then  for  granted  that  territorial  dignities  did  once  exist, 
the  question  is  whether  they  now  remain,  and  if  not,  how  and  when 
vere  they  eitinguished.  We  certainly  once  believed  that  this  had 
ben  done  by  the  statute  of  Charles  II,  which  abolished  the  feudal 
ltouTes,or  we  should  rather  say,  took  away  certain  incidents  to  those 
Iwures,  as  wardship,  liveries,  &c.  And  we  shall  stand  the  better 
cimsf-d  for  our  oversight,  when  we  find  that  the  Lords*  Committee, 
thoogh  they  cited  the  abolition  in  one  of  their  earliest  reports,  never 
loti^  the  saving  clause,  that  nothing  in  the  Act  shall  infringe  or 
Wn  any  title  of  honour  feudal  or  other  by  which  any  person  hath  or 
iay  iicc  a  right  to  sit  in  the  Lords’  House  of  Parliament  as  to  his  or 

!of  honour,  or  sitting  in  Parliament,  and  the  privileges 
0  them  as  Peers.” — 12  Ch.  II  c.  24  sec.  11.

of  the  minute,  though  a  resolution  without  hearing  the  argument 
of  counsel  can  scarcely  be  called  a  judgment,  even  if  there  were  no 
other  objection.  The  Lords’  Committee,  however,  seem  to  think,  that 
the  presence  of  Sir  Mathew  Hale  (who  does  not  appear  to  have 
assented)  sheds  a  halo  of  righteousness  around  this  minute  of  council. 
It  is  a  very  singular  fact,  that  the  truly  learned  Judge  has  not  only  left 
a  note  of  his  actual  opinion,  but  that  he  has  elucidated  his  argument 
by  the  very  case  now  in  question  before  the  House :  **  But  if  it  were  a 
feudal  title  of  honour,  as  the  Earldom  of  Arundel  or  Burony  of 
Berkeley,  the  possessio  fratris  should  hold  well  because  the  title  is 
annexed  to  the  land.” 

Lord  Redesdale  says  Sir  Mathew  was  a  young  man  when  he 
wrote  this  note  in  his  ‘  Coke  on  Littleton ;  ’  Mr  Fonblanque  proved 
him  to  have  been  forty  ;  and  Lord  Eldon  good-humouredly  admitted, 
that  he  attached  as  much  value  to  Lord  Hale’s  opinion  at  forty  as  at 
seventy. 

The  Lords  have  now  to  determine,  with  these  authorities  before 
them,  whether  the  Privy  Council  can  repeal  a  Statute ;  if  it  cannot. 
Barony  by  Tenure  must  be  decided  to  exist,  even  to  this  day,  by  force 
of  the  saving  clause.  The  Legislature  may  repeal  that  clause  |  but 
as  their  Lordships  were  honestly  told  from  the  Bar,  it  is  their  duly  to 
determine  what  the  law  was,  not  what  it  ought  to  have  been.  On 
such  a  point  we  have,  within  the  week,  seen  a  member  excluded  from 
the  Commons ;  on  such  a  point  we  may,  within  the  month,  see  a 
Baron  admitted  to  the  Lords  ;  Mr  O’Connell's  case  can  never  occur 
again  ;  and  Colonel  Berkeley’s,  if  inconvenient,  may  be  guarded 
against;  but  in  neither  should  the  question  of  expediency  be  allowed 
to  influence  the  decision  of  right. 

Here  we  shall  leave  this  case,  without  entering  into  the  details  of 
the  existing  claim ;  they  may  or  may  not  be  worthy  of  further  notice, 
except  by  lawyers  or  antiquaries;  but  if  we  find  matter  of  public 
interest  in  the  arguments  to  be  renewed  next  week,  we  may  possibly 
revert  to  the  subject. 


NOTABILIA. 

AFFILIATION  QUESTIONS. 

We  every  day  observe  Magistrates  making  orders  of  affiliation  in 
the  most  questionable  cases,  on  the  oaths  of  women  often  of  aban* 
doned  character,  and  tendering  contradictory  evidence.  This  is  a 
mischief  which  will  probably  not  be  abated  till  some  worthless  bag¬ 
gage  swears  a  brat  against  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  or  the  Lord 
High  Chancellor.  For  a  glass  of  gin,  there  are  hundreds  who  might 
be  suborned  to  such  a  most  useful  and  salutary  perjury.  The  nihbish 
silting  in  authority  on  our  Police  Benches  would  then  perfectly  per¬ 
ceive  the  monstrosity  of  acting  upon  an  oath  against  all  probabilities 
of  truth. 

At  Bow  Street,  on  Tuesday,  a  charge  of  Bastardy  was  preferred 
against  a  Mr  Elmore,  who  shewed  that  he  had  been  in  France  at 
such  periods,  that  the  child  sworn  again*'!  him  must,  if  his,  have  been 
either  a  child  of  thirteen  or  of  six  months’  gestation.  The  surgeon

The  harness  also  appeared  so  bad,  and  the  traces  ao  loose,  that  it  « 
evident  the  progress  of  the  vehicle  must  be  slow,  John  complaiaed  ^ 
the  Postmaster,  and  received  an  explanation  in  a  jargon  which  he 
not  very  well  understand,  hut  from  which  he  was  able  to  gather  that  the 
Poatmaster  laid  great  stress  on  the  efficacy  of  a  fourth  horse.  To 
John’s  great  dismay,  however,  this  fourth  horse  was  never  attached  to 
the  carriage ;  and  he  found  that  he  had  to  pay  for  that  the  benefit  of 
which  he  hod  never  received.  Such  was  exactly  the  remedy  of  the 
Learned  Lord.  Their  Lordships  were  called  upon  to  take  it  alone;  and 
to  trust  that  the  other  and  mora  desirable  mea>ures  would  tnake  their 
appearance  by-and-by.— He  thought  that  the  bill  bad  better  be 
poned,  in  order  that  the  other  measures  contemplated  might  be  koowai 
and  he  therefore  moved  an  amendment,  that  it  be  read  a  third  time  that 
day  fortnight. 

Lord  Redesdale  also  argued  for  delay,  and  wished  the  bill  siih. 
drawn;  but  Lord  Tenterden  saw  no  objection  to  its  principle,  thoQ|;h 
he  deprecated  any  reduction  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  Ex.

The  Earl  of  SaArrEsBURT  brought  up  the  report  of  the  above  Bill. 

Lord  Redesdale  expressed  bis  opinion,  that  the  taking  away  the 
equity  jurisdiction  from  iho  Court  of  Exchequer  would  not  expedite  the 
bsiaineas,  though  another  judge  were  appointed.  With  respect  to  delay 
in  Chancery,  he  believed  a  flood  deal  of  it  might  be  attribtited  to  the 
praciioe  amongst  Chancery  barristers  of  running  from  one  court  to 
toother. 

The  Loro  Chancellor  remarked,  that  the  bar  were  disposed  to 
acquiesce  in  the  errangement  which  he  (the  liord  Chencelior)  intended 
to  propose  for  doing  away  with  that  practice.  With  respect  to  the  taking 
away  the  equitable  jurisdiction  from  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  none  of 
Um  details  ooonooted  with  that  measure  formed  part  of  the  present  Bill.

EQUITY  BILL. 

On  the  motion  for  the  third  reading  of  this  Bill,  Lord  Eldon  observed, 
that  tha  Master  of  the  Rolls  had  sufficient  duty  to  perform  already,  and 
new  labours  should  not  l>e  imposed  upon  him,  as  they  were  by  this  Bill. 
Delays  in  Chancery  proceedings  had  always  occurred,  and  must  occur, 
from  their  very  nature  t  there  was  much  ignorance  upon  this  subject,  both 
in  the  public  and  smong  lawyers.  The  Masters  in  Cbsncsry  hsd  been 
most  unfairly  spoken  of.  He  wished  the  Bill  to  be  delayed  till  next 
Semion.  The  removing  the  equity  jurisdiction  from  the  Court  of  Ex¬ 
chequer  was  obisctionsole,  and  could  not  in  fact  be  done.  He  objected 
to  the  appointment  of  a  new  Judge  till  he  knew  what  it  was  hs  would 
kavs  to  do,  and  what  were  the  whole  of  the  intended  changes. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  said,  that  when  the  average  period  was  eigh- 
taen  mooihs  before  a  cause  in  Chancery  could  be  heard,  under  the 

Iiresent  system,  hs  thought  it  was  a  monstrous  grievance  that  called 
oudly  for  a  remedy.  Ttie  only  way  was  to  increase  the  powers  of  the 
Cemrt,  and  to  appoint  an  additional  Judge.  At  to  the  Barristers  prac¬ 
tising  in  both  Courts,  nine  of  those  Gentlemen  bad  cheerfully  acquiesced 
in  the  new  regulations.  With  regard  to  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  no 
Judge  was  more  oompetent  to  the  active  fulfilment  of  his  duties,  and  hs 
had  acquiesced  imnwMlialety  in  the  proposition  made  to  him  to  sit  in  the 
mornings  for  the  dispatch  of  business.  The  appointment  of  a  new  Judge 
would  certainly  ineresse  the  number  of  aopeals,  but  he  thought  that  even 
sixty  appeals  in  tha  year  would  not  greatly  oppress  any  Lord  Chancellor. 
What  tha  Court  wanted  was,  to  give  suitors  ao  opportunity  of  having 
tbair  causes  hssrd,  when  thsy  were  ripe  lor  bearing,  without  inierrup. 
lions  in  their  progress.  Not  more  than  thirty  equity  csu«es  were  dis- 
poeed  of  last  year  in  tha  Court  of  Exchsqner,  which  was  not  one-tenth 
of  tha  number  the  Vice-Chancellor  had  disposed  of  in  the  same  period. 
It  was  a  department  that  called  for  re-modelling.  One  of  its  highest

CORN  laws 

Mr  Hume  called  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  important  subject  of 
the  Corn  Laws  ;  a  perfectly  free  trade  in  corn  being  his  object, 
but  the  change,  nevertheless,  to  be  gradually  made.  That  change,  ho 
contended,  would  not  injure  the  landed  interest,  while  it  would  greatly 
relieve  and  benefit  the  people,  who  were  now  suffering  under  severe 
distress.— A  free  trade  would  give  employment  to  our  capital  and  the 
unemployed  working  classes,  which,  under  the  present  vicious  system, 
could  not  find  it.  The  situation  in  which  the  country  was  placed  arose 
perhaps  from  three  causes, — taxation,  the  change  in  the  currency,  and  the 
corn  laws.  When  the  trade  in  corn  was  free,  we  were  an  exporting 
country  ;  but  the  corn  laws  raised  the  price  of  provisions,  and  made  it 
difficult  for  our  manufacturers  to  compete  with  others  in  the  foreign 
markets.  There  were  now  a  million  of  people  out  of  work,  owing  to  the 
corn  laws.  If  our  coru  system  was  altered,  the  piice  of  corn  on  tho 
Continent  would  be  regulated  by  the  price  in  England,  the  cost  of  transit 
excepted.  In  1825,  the  price  was  Ms.  Sd.  in  England,  and  S7s.  lOif. 
in  Holland,  all  owing  to  our  restrictions.  Our  system  assassinated  our 
commercial  greatness,  and  left  the  population  to  the  misery  of  a  curtailed 
supply  :  it  caused  corn  to  rot  in  Poland,  and  kept  our  manufactures  sink¬ 
ing  into  depreciation  at  home.  A  fair  reciprocity  would  benefit  all 
nations.  The  present  duty  on  corn  was  ISs,  in  lieu  of  w  hicli,  he  proposed 
a  fixed  one  of  i5s.  with  an  annual  reduction  of  Is.  which  would  at  once 
open  the  ports  for  the  surplus  produce  of  all  other  countries,  and  Great 
Britain  had  manufactures  enough,  God  knew,  to  pay  for  everything,  pro¬ 
vided  they  could  find  employment.  This  plan  would  prevent  fluctuaiions 
in  prices,  give  full  vent  to  our  commodities,  and  put  an  end  to  those 
injurious  gluts  that  now  so  freauently  occurred*  Every  article  of  food 
was  subject  to  heavy  taxation  ;  but  it  was  not  the  agriculturikt  alone  wlio 
produced  corn,  for  every  artisan  and  mechanic  equally  produced  it  by 
fabricating  an  article  which  was  exchsnged  for  the  corn  of  other  countries. 
A  free  trade  would  make  the  land  flow  with  milk  and  honey— it  did  indeed 
so  flow  for  the  rich,  but  not  for  the  poor.  It  was  commerce  that  inado 
slates  great,  as  witness  Carthage,  Geneva,  Venice,  snd  the  Hans  Towns. 
By  opening  a  commercial  intercourse  with  foreigners,  they  would  bear  a 
share  of  our  fifty-two  millions  of  taxes.  Reciprocity  was  the  best  thing  ; 
but  if  France  and  Russia  would  refuse  some  of  our  goods,  still  we  should 
taka  from  them  what  we  could  gat  cheaper  than  elsewhere,  as  our 
goods  would  find  their  way  to  those  countries,  smuggled  or  not,  and  wo 
really  paid  for  their  produce  with  our  own  commodities.  This  was  lha 
inevitable  result,  and  we  should  therefore  multiply  our  markets  ss  much 
as  possible.  There  could  not  be  such  a  thing  as  over-production,  if  frea 
trade  existed, and  then  every  man  would  find  employment.  'I he  publio 
debt  would  not  be  of  much  consequence  under  a  system  of  free  trade, 
which  would  put  an  end  to  privation,  the  violation  of  the  laws,  and 
general  distress.  After  dwelling  on  theke  points  at  considerable  length, 
Mr  H.  concluded  by  moving  “  That  the  House  do  resolve  itself  into  a

The  Hon.  Member  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill 
having  the  object  atated  ;  which  waa  aupported'by  L^rd  Moaprra.  * 
Gen.  Gaicotve  did  not  with  to  tee  Mr  O'Connell  excluded,  now  iH^t 
the  great  battle  waa  over  ;  on  the  contrary,  he  thought  be  had  been  verv 
hardly  dealt  with,  and  had  been  aacrifiee^d  to  a  compromiae  made  by  i|^ 
two  partiea  on  ih'e  right  and  left  of  the  Chair,  {ilear^hearl)  Minitten, 
who  had  awallowed  a  camel,  were  choked  by  a  gnat !  It  »aa  quite  un. 
worthy  of  the  Houae  to  ahow  a  vindictive  apirit  towarda  a  aingle  indiri. 
dual,  who  had  only  done  what  he  believed  to  be  hiaduty.  {Hegr^hear!) 

Mr  R.  COLBORiv  thought  they  might  auapend  the  writ  for  the  preieot 
but  he  could  not  vote  for  the  Hon.  Gentleman*'*  motion. 

MrHtt8Kl8SO!ii  could  have  wished  that  Mr  O'Connell  had  been  allowed 
to  take  hia  aeat ;  but  aa  that  had  been  overruled,  he  muat  oppo«e  iha 
preaent  motion,  aa  the  clauae  in  the  Relief  Bill  had  been  perfectly  undeN 
atood  to  exclude  that  Gentleman,  and  the  bitter  pill  waa  to  be  awallowed 
in  order  to  arrive  at  the  great  remedy  ao  long  aought  for. 

Mr  FcRGoasoN  felt  it  hia  duty  to  aupport  the  motion  of  the  Solidtor. 
General ;  aa  did  Mr  Ltttleton  ;  while  Lord  Nogbxt  disapproved  of 
both  meaaurea. 

Sir  J.  M4CIWT08H  waa  of  opinion,  that  by  the  Relief  Bill  Mr  O'Connell 
waa  prevented  from  aitting ;  but  he  did  not  like  to  take  a  part  in  the 
excluaion  of  a  man  who  had  proved  himself  one  of  the  greatest  beneliM. 
tors  of  England  as  well  aa  Ireland.  (Hear^kear  !) 

Mr  W.  Hortov  wi«hed  to  see  Mr  O’Connell  in  that  House,  but  still  ha 
must  oppose  his  present  claim. 

Mr  S.  Rice  expressed  his  willingness  to  withdraw  hia  motion. 


In  limes  of  high  prices — it  would  be  chimerical  to  attempt  it  when  the  * 
populBiioo  was  starving.  The  propoailioo  waa  inooosialent  with  a  free  * 
trade,  and  the  notion,  if  acceded  to,  would  only  promote  a  froitleaa 
excitement. 

Mr  Hbatbcotb  oppoaed  the  motion,  and  aaid  he  did  not  think  that  the 
corn  laws  kept  up  the  price  of  corn. 

Lord  Milton  was  of  opinion  that  we  muat  tome  time  t>r  other  approxi¬ 
mate  to  a  free  trade  in  corn,  otherwise  we  ahould'lose  our  manufacturing 
predominenoe.  Our  present  system  shut  us  out  from  commercial  inter- 
oour.e  with  several  nations  t  and  he  deemed  the  proposition  of  the  Hon. 
Member  for  Aberd*‘co  rational  and  jiiatifisbie. 

.Mr  WoDCBovtB  dt>emed  the  free  trade  principle  a  gross  delusion,  and 
lie  denied  that  our  msnufscturera  would  be  sent  in  exchange  for  an  I 
increas«*d  import,  but  our  gold.  The  present  distress  was  cau«ed  by  the 
tamperings  with  the  currency,  which  had  put  our  feet  in  the  stocks,  and 
r«mdered  us  incapable  of  doing  any  good— 'anything  at  all,  in  fact. 
(ImbgMsr.) 

Sir  G.  Pbili PS  contended,  that  if  a  free  trade  in  com  were  sanctioned, 
the  conae<)iient  increa*ed  demand  for  our  manufacturea  would  soraii*e  the 
wages  of  labour  while  it  lowered  the  price  of  bread,  that  it  would  put  an 
end  to  the  periodical  distreaaea. 

Mr  WBiTVoaE  waa  most  anxious  to  see  an  alteration  in  the  existing 
ayaiem  of  corn  laws ;  but  he  considered  it  impo*aible,  circumstanced  as 
ibis  country  waa,  to  eatabliah  such  a  thing,  even  were  it  desirable,  as  a 
permanent  fised  duty  upon  the  importation  of  corn. 

Mr  Hoolds worth  was  of  opinion,  that  the  corn  laws  were  not  the 
chief  cause  of  the  present  distresses.  j 

Lord  ALTBoap  conceived  that  a  graduated  scale  of  duty,  upon  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  the  existing  law,  waa  best.  The  present  law  deserved  a  longer 
trial. 

Mr  Huikisson  considered  the  proposition  impracticable  and  ilMimed. 
The  present  system  was  the  best  that  could  be  adopted  for  the  circum- 
alancca  of  this  country.  It  afforded  protection  to  the  farmer  when  the 
price  of  corn  was  low,  and  it  protected  the  manufacturer  by  admitting 
tbe  importation  of  foreign  com  when  the  price  of  com  at  home  was  high. 

Mr  H DM B  contended  that  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  had  not  answered 
any  of  the  facts  adduced  in  support  of  his  view  of  the  subject.  The 
average  wages  of  the  agricultural  labourer  between  1742  and  1760  was 
6v.  per  week,  while  the  price  of  corn  ranged  from  27 1,  to  30s. ;  whereas 
now  the  average  price  ot  corn  had  risen  ao  high  as  72s.,  while  the  waxes 
of  the  labourer  amounted  from  7s.  to  9s.  weekly.  He  had  never  intended 
to  establish  a  permanent  Axed  duty,  but  proposed  to  commence  with  a 
eertain  duty,  and  to  descend  gradually  to  the  establishment  of  a  free 
trade.  His  only  object  was  to  engage  Government  to  conaider  the 
operation  of  these  laws  ;  but  he  should  press  his  motion  to  a  division,  in 
•mer  that  ha  might  ascertain  how  few  there  were  of  his  owA  opinion. 
{ji  Utmgk.) 

The  House  then  divided, — For  the  motion,  12 1  Against  it,  154. — 
Majority  against  the  motion,  142. 

Mr  HoBBootB  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  regulate  the  employ- 
inent  of  children  in  cotton  and  other  factories. 

The  Police  Bill  was  committed,  and  the  Salaries  of  the  Magistrates 
under  it  Axed  at  8001.  a*year. 

Tht  Anatomy  Bill  was  read  a  third  lime,  and  passed,  aOer  some  oppo¬ 
sition  to  it  by  Sir  C.  Forbbs  and  Mr  Sadleb.

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would  ftiDount  to  burlesqoe,  but  even  the  demoaiacal  ha«  its  shades,  snd 
everything;  short  of  the  extreme  of  ferocity  and  meanness  forms  a  sort  of 
psoegyric  o«  Dow  Miguel.  Accounts  from  Msdeira  speak  with  great 
warmth  of  the  cavalier  treatment  of  British  residents  in  that  island,  one 
of  whom  has  been  honoured  with  a  heating  in  the  streets,  if  we  under- 
•land  aright,  by  the  Governor  in  person,  for  the  crime  of  not  knowing 
him,  and  wearing  his  hat!  A  more  complete  exemplificatioo  of  the 
adage  of  **  Like  master,  like  man,**  than  that  afforded  by  Miguel  and 
bis  Governor  of  Madeira,  it  would  ^  difficult  to  imagine* 

*nie  French  Ministry  seems  at  length  to  have  filled  up  its  vacancy  of 
Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  by  one  of  those  shifts  which  has  been  recently 
so  common  in  England.  M.  Poetalis,  Minister  of  Justice*,  has  taken  the 
department  in  question,  and  been  succeeded  by  M.  Boedcao,  a  subordi* 
nateof  respectable  character  and  a  Liberal,  ilow  far  this  will  mitigate 
opposition  remains  to  be  seen.  Another  French  expedition  against 
Algiers  is  spoken  of,  and  report  gives  the  command  to  Admiral  De 
Biget.  — 

It  is  still  rumoured  that  a  treaty  is  going  forward,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Emperor  of  AusTmia,  for  a  marriage  between  ilte  Duke  de  Ceaetecs 
and  the  young  Queen  of  Poetucal.  We  know  not  upon  what  authority 
this  rumour  resU,  but  we  understand  that  it  is  openly  talked  of  by  the 
parsons  in  sttcndsnce  on  the  young  Queen.  The  Duke  de  Cuaetres 
IS  said  to  be  a  youth  of  great  promise,  and  a  favourite  with  the  moderate 
men  of  eII  parties  in  Frsuce. 

It  is  reported  that  great  displeasure  haa  been  expreased  by  the  King 
Et  the  unworthy  manner  in  which  Mr  O'Connell  has  been  excluded 
from  the  House  of  Commons. 

By  a  letter  from  a  Correspondent  at  Dublin,  upon  whose  means  of 
infurmaiiun  we  esn  rely,  we  learo  that  little  fear  is  entertained  of  Mr 
O'Connell  losing  his  Election  for  Clare.  It  seems,  however,  that  he  is 
likely  to  be  opposed. by  some  person  in  the  Brunswick  interest,  and  also 
by  a  Gentleman  in  the  Contkoham  and  O'Brien  interest.  Our  Corres¬ 
pondent  assures  us,  that  up  to  the  time  of  tiis  writing,  nothing  had 
occurred  to  indicate  any  intention  of  the  Fitzgerald  party  to  assist  the 
views  of  Mr  O'Connell's  opponents.  Meetings  have  already  been 
held  in  Dublin  to  iuak«  arrangementa  lor  securing  the  return  of 
Mr  O'Connell. 


St  James's  V'estet  Bill.— The  St  James's  Vestry  Committee  are  of 
course  not  satisfied  with  the  loss  of  their  reform  Bill ;  they  mean  to  per- 
aevere  in  their  laudable  exertions,  and,  by  the  establishment  of  a  small 
weekly  subscription,  to  create  a  fund  for  prosecuting  their  just  object  next 
Session.  The  rejected  Bill  wss  brought  into  the  most  Honourable  House 
on  the  petition  ot  1150  householders— the  counter  petition  had  only  260 
aignaturrs.  Nothing  could  possibly  be  more  moderate  than  the  prayer 
of  the  1150  parishiuuera.  All  they  wanted  was,  that  forty-five  Vestry 
men  should  be  elected  by  ballot  by  householders  rated  at  or  above  SOL 
E-year  t  that,  at  the  end  of  every  >ear,  a  small  portion  of  the  Vestrymen 
should  retire,  and  others  be  chosen  ;  that  the  Governors  of  the  Poor 
should  in  future  be  elected  by  the  Vestry,  but  not  from  its  Members ; 
that  Auditors  of  Accounts  should  be  annually  elected  by  the  Vestry,  their 
Ecoouiits  laid  before  it,  and  an  abstract  supplied  to  the  parishioners  ;  and 
that  the  Treasurer  wae  not  to  act  as  Clerk  to  the  Vestry  or  Governors  of 
the  Poor.— Yet  these  reasonable  demands  were  relused  by  a  body  of 
men  calling  themaelves  the  Representatives  of  the  People  I  But  perse¬ 
verance  will  briug  about  a  better  system  even  in  St  James's^  and  even  the 
present  attempt  has  lieeu  productive  of  good. 

Nautical  iNSENTieNs.— We  noticed  in  our  last  the  strange  reception 
given  by  the  Admiralty  Lords  to  the  plan  of  51r  UAtm  Watson  for  pre¬ 
venting  the  foundering  of  Hbips  at  Hea.  A  friend  of  ours— a  competent 
judge  of  auch  matters— aasurea  us  that  the  plaa  apiieare  to  him  to  be 
perfect.  But  the  Admiralty,  forsooth,  at  once  declined  even  to  look  at  it- 
would  not  MrWalaon,— aa  they  flippantly  said, — any 

futther  on  the  subject— meaning,  in  fact,  that  they  would  not  **  trouble  " 
ibesiaelvea  about  it,  though  many  lives  and  much  property  are  destroyed 
for  want  of  BOine  remedy  of  the  kind.  The  daily  pa|M‘rs  of  Tuesday  last 
contained  the  following  melancholy  announcement  among  their  Deaths : —

Numismatic  Atlas. — The  national  character  of  Britain  has  been  as 
rich  in  materials  for  an  honourable  display  of  the  human  mind  and 
conduct,  as  the  greatest  nations  of  antiquity.  It  is  therefore  to  be  regretted 
that  Medal  engraving,  which  conveys  the  portraiture  and  the  transacUons 
of  mankind  with  much  greater  durability  than  any  other  class  of  Art 
should  be  so  slightly  practised  in  this  countiy,  and  that  the  Medal,  whose  * 
peculiar  and  chaste  beauty  is  of  itself  a  sulKcient  recommendation  to 
the  constant  admiration  of  the  amateur,  should  so  seldom  appear  among 
the  numerous  publications  of  art.  Whatever,  therefore,  has  a  tendency 
to  recommend  or  to  clear  away  obstructions  to  a  knowledge  and  love  of 
this  neglected  branch  of  art,  well  deserves  a  helping  hand,  and  we  conse¬ 
quently  extend  it  to  Mr  B.  R.  Ghbbn,  in  his  publication  entitled  a 
“  Numismatic  Atlas  of  Ancient  History,  eompi  ised  in  a  series  of  80  plates 
executed  on  stone  from  the  works  of  llAveroam|),  Pellerin,  Duane,  Vis¬ 
conti,  Mionnet,  Ac.,  and  containing  a  series  of  300  Gre<*ian  coins  of  Kings 
disposed  in  chronological  order  from  their  earliest  period  to  the  beginiiiiig 
of  the  4th  century.”— They  mainly  consist  of  coins  of  the  Macedonian 
monarchs,  and  of  the  kings  of  the  countries  subjected  to  Alexander  his 
generals,  and  their  successors.  They  are  exhibited  in  their  respective 
kingdoms  under  one  view,  in  the  form  of  a  chart,  with  a  table  of  biogra¬ 
phical  names,  and  notices  of  distinguished  (tersons  and  occurrences  in 
Italy  and  Greece,  cotetn|)orancous  with  the  kings;  and  which  table  is  thus 
made  auxiliary  to  the  delineated  obverses  and  reverses,  in  iiuprcstiing  on 
the  memory  a  large  portion  of  historical  information.  In  further  aid  of 
this,  a  Descriptive  Guide  is  added,  containing  a  sketch  of  the  origin 
wealth,  and  power,  at  different  periods,  of  each  country.  Many  of  the 
represented  coins  are  from  such  ns  are  of  great  rarity,  some  of  theui 
unique ;— and,  while  tlie  arrangement  of  the  scries  will  please  the  more 
advanced  student  and  collector,  it  will  be  a  useful  addition  to  the  printed 
works,  which  supply  information  and  amusement  to  such  amateurs  as  have 
not  the  means  of  forming  a  Cabinet.
